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SF Laundry Cited for Charging 
More for a Blouse Than a Shirt

SAN FRANCISCO - The SF dis- 
trict attorney's office has charged a 
Chinese-owned laundry service with 
an unfair business Practice. The 
Visitation Valley Laundry owned 
and managed by Zhong Ke Zhu，Ya 
Zhen Wu，Jung F. Gee and Tony 
Gee was informed on Aug. 11 that 
their Practice of charging more 
money for laundering women's 
Shirts than mens was in violation 
of the business code. 

The issue arose over a year ago 
when an aide of SF Supervisor 
Richard Hongisto _ noticed a discre- 
pancy in her drycleaning bill. 
Coincidentally letters from constitu- 
ents werIe Sent to Hongisto com- 


plaining of unequal prices for 
blouses and shirts. 
Staffers launched an informal 


investigation in which identically- 
sized and designed shirts were 
brought to different dry-cleaners 
around the city.， The only differ- 
ence in the Shirts was the location 
of the buttons， (left-sided for 
women，rlght for men). 

The results of the _ investigation 
led Hongisto to _ believe that charg- 
ing more for women's Shirts was "a 
common practice" 
Hongisto aide Cheryl Brust. 


CAMPAIGN LAUNCHED 


也 ongisto launched a campaign to 
have the board of supervisors ask 
the district attorney's office to 
investigate the issue. "There'S 
absolutely no excuse for any busi- 
ness in SF to engage in such bla- 
tent Sex discriminatory Pricing,”he 
Salid. 

On Sept.， 22，1986，the board 
voted to send the issue to the DA's 
office with Supervisor Tom Hsieh 
being the lone dissentor, 

The nearly year-long investigation 
by the district attorney's department 
of consumer and environmental pro- 
.tection found that most of the 280 
retail dry-cleaning outlets in SF 
were Dot directly responsible for 
the Price discrimination. 

Im San Francisco most laudries 
Send out their work to wholesale 
cleaners，It was these wholesalers 
who actually set the Prices. 

The department Subpoenaed vari- 
ous laundries，according to the 
consumer and .environmental protec- 
tion _ unit director Bob Perez. "We 
SpOoke with Tepresentatives of the 
Fabric Care Association，a_ trade 
grOUP ITepresenting the laundry 
industry and they agreed that 
charging more for women's Shirts 
was discriminatory，”，Said Perez. 

Both Sides agreed that 这 two 
Shirts were Similar in Size and 
difficulty， there Should be no 
Ieason to charge more to launder 
One Solely because it was 8a 
Women's.

Court Approves DA Crackdown 
On Pai Gow Games in Emeryville 


EMERYVILLE - Pai gow，the 
ancient Chinese game that has been 
permitted in this citys gambling 
clubs for the past 2-1/2 years，will 
SOon;， be .， banned，according to a 
ruling this week by the 1st at 
Court of Appeal. 

The ruling appeared to < al 
legal efforts by the clubs to delay 
a final decision. The court upheld 
an 1883 law that prohibits “bank- 
ing”or "percentage”games，in which 


the house claims a percentage of all 
winnings. Previously，a Los Angeles 
Superior court had ruled that the 
game' can be played in away' that 
avoids these two categories. The 
appeals court，in effect，overturned 
this Opinion. 

The ruling becomes _ final in 30 
days.

Law Caucus in Oakland/SF. 

He returned to the Bay Area in 
1980 as executive director of the 
Asian Law Caucus.

In 198$，Tamaki left the Caucus 
to go into Private practice. Late 1last 
year he became a partner with the 
law firm Minami & Lew. 

As an attorney，Tamaki has been 
active in the Teopening of the case 
of three Japanese American men 
who challenged the legality of the 
World War JI internment of Japa- 
nese Americans.

Five United Orient Bank Aides

Indicted by Grand Jury in NY 


NEW YORK -- A Federal Grand 
Jury in Manhattan indicted_ five 
officers of the United Orient Bank 
in New YorkSs Chinatown Aug. 20 
for failing to Teport cash deposits 
totaling $3 million. 

President of the United .Orient 
Bank 和 Ka _ Chiu Leung，71; Chief 
Loan Officer Daniel Lau， 42; 
Branch Manager- Mildred Ling，44; 
and Operations Officers John Wan， 
39，and Yat Cheung Wong，33，face 
charges Tanging from 1S to 63 years 
in Prison and $1.2 to $6.2 million 
in fines. 

The officers are charged with 
violating the Bank Secrecy Act of 
1980 in obstructing the work of the 
Internal Revenue Service by "inten- 
tionally failing to file currency 
transaction reports' on more than 
130 deposits in 12 customer 
accounts between 1982 and 1984. 

United States Attorney for the 
Southern District of New York， 
Rudolf W. Giuliani，announced the 
13-count indictment which charges 


that the bank officers evaded the: 
law by breaking down the $3 mil- 
lion into amounts less than $10,000 
to be deposited in individual cus- 
tomer accounts. 


In a statement issued by the 
bank，however，Vice President for 


- Administration P.H. Lee stated that 


the "the indictment charges the 
bank with technical legal violations， 
and does not allege that the funds 
involved were _ derived from ilicit 
Or criminal activites，Or that anyone 
Personally profitted from the tran- 
Sactions，

1000 Montgomery for Elderly Housing， 


SAN FRANCISCO  - 
Senior Health Services will purchase 
and renovate a stately North Beach 
building that has stood empty for 
three years，Marie-Louise Ansak On 
Lok's Executive Director announced 
Monday at a Press conference. The 
building，located at 1000 Montgom- 

erIy，was home to generations of 
families who were displaced by a 
developers unfulfilled dreams. 

On Lok，a non-profit health care 
organization that has served the 
frail elderly for 16 years，will 
coOnvert the gutted _ North Beach 
building into 36 units of housing 
for low-income elderly，an adult 
day health center and a day care 
center for children of On Lok 
employees. Several apartment units 
will be made available to the build- 
ings former tenants. 

On Lok，which in Chinese means 
"abode of peace and joy"” is a 
community-based 1long-term care 
program that provides all medical， 
social and Supportive Services 
needed by its frail elderly clients 
--_ from day health carz and in- 
home services to _ transportation， 
meals and hospital care， Every 
effort is made to keep the clients， 
Whose average age is 81，living as 
independently as possible in their 
Own homes. 

The Chinatown Community Hous- 
ing Corporation，a non-profit devel- 
opment corporation in the China- 
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On Lok 


town-North Beach area，alerted On 
Lok's Board of Directors to the 
building's availability 1last year 

after the building went into fore- 

closure，The two organizations will 
woOrk together closely in the devel- 
opment of the building.

The property had been purchased 
in 1981 by developers who wanted 
to convert the four-story building 
into law offices， When eviction 
Dotices were Served to-the 36 low- 
and middle-income tenants，the 
Hispanic， Italian， Chinese and 
Caucasian tenants banded together 
to save their home.， Many of the 
tenants had lived in the building 
for more than 30 years. For several 
of the younger tenants，1000 Mont- 
gomery was the only address they 
had known. 

Community groups， particularly 
the Chinatown Neighborhood Legal 
Aid Foundation and West Bay Law 
Coalition，and individuals，including 
Art Agnos，Herb Caen and pub- 
lisher/poet Lawrence Ferlinghetti， 
joined the three-year fight to 
Preserve the residential nature of 
1000 Montgomery。 IThe building 
became 3a Symbol of the encroach- 
ment of the financial district and 
the changing character of North 
Beach.， Residents and merchants

feared for their own displacement. 


Although the Planning Commis- 
Sion Ultimately gave the go-ahead to 
the developers -- the building was 
Zoned for commercial use -- it was 
1984 before the .last tenant moved 
out and the remodeling could begin 
in earnest， By 1986，the developers 
had run out of money， American 
Savings and Loan foreclosed on the 
building，and for awhile it looked 
like both the tenants and developers 
had lost. 

Administrators at On Lok，acutely 
aware of the relationship between 
good health and appropriate hous- 
ing，were looking to_ expand the 
housing component of the program 
when they _ were alerted to the 
availability of the building. On Lok 
has operated a 56-unit apartment 
building for low-income -elderly 
Since 1980，but client demand for 
low-cost housing far exceeds On 
Lok's current holdings. 

Arrangements were made with 
American Savings and Loan for On 
Lok to lease the building for one 
year while conducting 3a vigorous 
foundraising campaign to _ raise $42.5 
million to cover the cost of the 
building and the renovations。 Reno- 
vations will begin next month，On 
Lok will purchase the property in 
May of 1988.

HOUSING 


The need for housing for the 
frail elderly in Chinatown/North 
Beach area is acute. Innumerable 
studies and hearings，conducted by 
the city of San Francisco and the 
local community，support the need 
for additional housing for the 
elderly in this district. 

Many of those in Chinatown live 
in Sub-standard TOoming houses. 
They often live on upper level 
floors，in_ buildings without eleva- 
tors，Pprivate bathrooms Or kitchen 
facilities. These conditions are 
difficult enough for a healthy 
person; for the frail elderly who 
lack mobility and have special 
needs (elevators， Trails， easily 
accessible bathrooms and kitchens)， 
they can be almost insurmountable. 


To _ further compound the prob- 
lem，landlords are often reluctant to 
rent to the frail elderly.， 了 Existing 
medical problems，or the possibility 
of future medical problems leave 
landlords Uncertain about the abil- 
jty of the elderly people to care for 
themselves，For the elderly to move 
to a _ nursing home means isolation， 
leaving home，friends and resources 
behbind. 

Housing that is affordable and 
physically appropriate to On Lok's 
participants will continue to be one

health care System. The wide range 
of medical and social services， 
together with housing has permitted 
On Lok's frail elderly to _ remain in 
the_ community much longer than is 
usual for this g 氏 oup.

“Most of the companies we Tecom- 
mend- get bank loans and Asian 
JInc.，receives one percent of the 
loan for our service” said Chong.

Packages and technical advice，such 
as Imarketing products OF services 
primarily in the public sector." 

"Chinese continue to replenish the 
pipeline with immigrants coming 
from the PRC，Thailand，Cambodia， 
Singapore，Hong Kong and Taiwan.

Although the Cambodians and 
Laotians may start here， they usu- 
ally end up in Stockton and Rich- 
Iond. IThe first wave of Vietnamese 
in the mid-”70s have moved to San 
Jose and Orange ,County and the 
boat people in the late 70s have 
Imoved to states with more moderate 
climates like Florida Louisiana and 
工 exas， 

“The Southeast Asians see golden 
Opportunities” Yee continued. "They 
dont look back and aren't bitter. 
Lve never seen such resilient people 
who are SO optimistic." 

Chong added，"Most of the stores 
in the Tenderloin are owned by 
ethnic ”Chinese， whatever their 
Dationality.” 

About 12 to 15% of the Chinese 
and Japanese Americans labor force 
goes into_ business for themselves， 
while about three percent Of Filipi- 
noOs Start UP their ,Own businesses. 
Only eight percent of the total 
American labor force is self- 
employed，”he said. 

Japanese American companies 
arent as Visible as the Chinese 
American businesses，which tend to 
be larger and grouped together. 
Japanese Americans often become 
dentsits，accountants，Pphysicians and 
attorneys，but Chinese Americans 
frequently own food establishments， 
dry go0ods companies and wholesale 
distribution warehouses. 


"TIhere is no good measure for 
Koreans starting businesses,” conti- 
nued Yee. "Many are tied to big 
national exporting firms Such as 
Hyundai or large constructing firms 
in America。Many begin mom-and- 
pop stores which included groceries， 
sandwich Shops，Pprinting companies， 
Testaurants，Imassage parlors Or bars. 

"Most of the people we work with 
from Southeast Asia are ethnic 
Chinese. They are socially organized 
to work as individuals or in family 
units，The ;other Southeast Asians 
come 他 om communal，tribe or clan 
organizations that are not as cOmpa- 
tible with the American capitalist 
SySteIm. 

The ten-member staff at Asian 
JInc.，works with a broad range of 
entrepreneurs from fishermen and 
architects to computer Salespersons 
and auto repair workers. They have 
worked with some unusual busi- 
nesses Such as a Sex-oriented phone 
IesSage Service and a tofu factory. 
Most clients are interested in 
reaching local markets rather than 
international ones. 

TIts easier for Chinese-owned 
businesses to get loans,” Chong 
explains， “because they have the 
biggest businesses .and Chinese 
Americans Own Imore banks.

Semester will cost 10%2 more than 让 
idid last year.， Students and par- 
fents are Slowly being Priced out of 
the college market. 

One method to finance a college 
jeducation that students and parents 
ECan turn to is the Reserve Officer 


Training Corps (ROTC) Scholarships 


ioffered by the Army，Navy，and 
Air Force， 

和 Ihe scholarships will pay for all 
or a portion of the college tuition， 
ducational fees，textbooks，and 
Usupplies. In addition students re- 
Ceive Up to $1,000 each year while 


the Scholarships is in effect. 

An additional advantage can be 
found by taking ROTC scholarships 
at Selected Schools where they will 
pay all or a portion of the room 
and board. The University of San 
Francisco is a School offering this 
advantage. 

The military obligation is basi- 
cally the Same depending on 
whether flight or special schools are 
attended after commissioning and 
graduation. Generally， once a 
student graduates they will become 
commissioned as a Second Lieute- 
nant with either a four-year active 
duty obligation or an eight-year 
Reserve/National Guard obligation.
